Business arising; Emery noted the formation of a Fine Arts Faculty 
Space Committee. Members appointed to this standing committee are 
Profs. Childs, Gibson, Friedland and Parker with the Dean as Chair, 
plus one student each at the graduate and undergraduate levels. 


‘Chair's Remarks 


Emery noted that University Senate continues to debate and consider the 
recommendations contained in both the Fahey and Peat Marwick Reports. 
With respect to the Capital Campaign, of the ten million required to 

date a total of $4.8 million in pledges had been received. Regarding 

the new Library building Andrus noted that a Fine Arts Section in the 
library was excluded, however, Sendek explained that a compromise had 
been reached whereby each area would have whatis called a “home environ- 
ment'' with special lighting, displays, etc. Plans call for a very 
clearly identifiable Fine Arts area. She noted that all of the plans for 
the new building are available on permanent reserve in the library should 
any Chair wish to consult these.
